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The Fuel Problem 


While there is little danger that, the 
people of Ireland will go hungry during 
the coming winter, there is every danger 
that many of them will go cold. Shortage 
of fuel constitutes a very real problem, 
and, as matters stand at present, there is 
Great 
Britain probably is the greatest producer 
of coal in the world, Her vast Empire 
and her industrial supremacy have been 
built up on cheap and plentiful fuel, and 
the deposits of coal in the neighbouring 
island ought to be sufficient to last for 
many generations to come. This war, 
however, has produced some curious 
anomalies. One of them is the fact that 
the British themselves are short of coal. 
It is difficult to explain. Doubtless, the 
problem of distribution has a great deal 
to do with it; but the fact remains that 
the domestic demand at the moment is 
greater than the availble supply, and, 
although virtually the whole export 
market has been lost, there is not enough 
coal in England to go round. One of 
the few export markets that have not been 
lost is Ireland. One would think that 
every possible effort would be made across 
the Channel to send coal to Irish ports in 
order to pay for imports of Irish produce 
of various kinds; but it seems that not 
only Irish, but also English, wholesalers 
are being disappointed, and that the 
position is likely to become worse instead 
of better. Irish economy, domestic as well 
as industrial, depends very largely on 
British coal. The Shannon Scheme is 
based on water-power; but, in fact, much 
of the electric current which operates 
Eire's factories and lights and heats many 
Irish homes, is generated at the Dublin 
Pigeon House from imported coal. In the 
cities, and some of the larger towns, the 
people depend to a great extent on gas. 
Particularly in the slums of Dublin the 
people do virtually all their cooking—such 
as it is—on the gas-ring, and every 
therm of gas that is produced in Eire 
comes from British coal. The outlook for 
the winter, therefore, is exceedingly bleak. 
In the country districts the people are 
forced by circumstances to depend 
normally for lighting on paraffin oil and 
candles. Paraffin has become almost im- 
possible to obtain, and there also is a 
growing shortage of candles. Obviously, 
during next winter there will be a vastly 
increased demand for turf, which is our 
only native substitute for imported fuel; 
and it is essential not only that sufficient 
supplies shall be available, but that they 
shall be available to everybody at a 
reasonable price. 

Speaking in Dail Eireann on Tuesday, 
Mr. Hugo Flinn, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister for Finance, who 
is in charge of the Government’s 
plans for turf production, announced that 
there was nothing in the fuel outlook 
“which gave ground for optimism.” At 
the worst, no imported coal at all would 
be available during the next few months; 
at the best, the amount would be 
relatively small. Mr. Flinn told the Dail 
that about thirty thousand men, working 
under the County Surveyors, already had 
cut some 550,000 tons of turf. At present 
they were cutting about 100,000 tons of 
dried tgrf weekly, and there probably were 
fifteen thousand men working under other 
organisations, who had produced approxi- 
mately 200,000 tons. These amounts, 
gratifying as they are, constitute only a 
fraction of the total turf production in the 
twenty-six counties, most of which is done 
by private bog owners; and it will not be 
nearly sufficient to satisfy the needs of 
the consumers during the winter months. 
Furthermore, the problem of transport 
presents formidable difficulties. It is one 
thing to win turf on a Connemara bog; 
it is quite another to convey that turf to 
a Dublin hearthstone. The problem e 
price is involved inextricably wit? .aat of 
transport. Already the “-<<enment has 
fixed the retail price of turf in Dublin at 
forty-five shillings a ton—a figure which, 
according to the fuel traders, is utterly 
uneconomic. At least one firm declares 
that the turf which it brings to Dublin 
from the West of Ireland costs substanti- 
ally more than forty-five shillings a ton, 
apart altogether from cartage and hand- 
ling charges. From the consumer's point 
of view, of course, the ruling prices are 
far too high. Turf has been on sale in 
Dublin recently at fifty-five shillings a ton 
—a figure which, according to the traders, 
does not represent an exorbitant profit ; 
but it is obvious that it is far more than 
the poor can afford to pay. We do not 
envy Mr. Hugo Flinn his task. He cannot 
possibly expect to satisfy everybody; but 
he has fairly comprehensive powers, and 
the essential thing is that he shall see that 
turk supplies shall be adequate. The 
question of price is important; but it 
depends largely on organisation. Without 
imported coal, with restricted supplies of 
gas and electricity, and with a shortage 
of timber, the inhabitants of the twenty- 
six counties of Eire must burn turf next 
winter—if they can get it. The Govern- 
ment has a definite responsibility in this 
matter, and Mr. Hugo Flinn must allow 
nothing to stand in the way of his efforts 
to solve an exceedingly difficult problem. 


General Wavell 


Although the post of Commander-in- 
Chief in India is regarded as the sécond 
most important in the British Army, it is 
a far less spectacular office than that of 
General Officer Commanding in the Middle 
East, and, on the face of it, General Sir 
Archibald Wavell seems to have suffered 
a loss of status in being transferred from 
Egypt. No official reason for the exchange 
of posts between him and General Sir 
Claude Auchinleck, who goes from India 
to Egypt, has been offéred ; but unofficially 
the explanation has been advanced that 
General Wavell needs a rest. He has 
spent a strenuous year. Since Dunkirk 
virtually all the fighting of the British 
land forces has taken place under his 
direction. He has conducted five major 


campaigns, and, along with the credit for 


the successes, he has had to shoulder the 


responsibility for such reverses 
suffered in Cyrennica, A 

Greece, Crete and in Syria. In addition 
to his military tasks, however, he also has 
been involved in the problems arising 
from Britain's political relationships with. 
Greece and Turkey, and in the recon- 
struction of civilian life in Abyssinia. If 


. 


not necessary that he should offer any 
excuse. The change in commands, never- 
theless, must have given a shock to the 
general public in England. Among their 
military leaders Wavell had become easily 
the most popular figure, and there is 
bound to be an impression among the more 
impressionable of his idolisers that he has 
been slighted, or, as many colloquially 
would express it, sacked.“ That would 
be a hasty conclusion. It may be true 
that General Auchinleck will fit in more 
suitably with the new scheme of organisa- 
tion in the Middle East, which includes 
the appointment of Mr. Oliver Lyttelton 
as a Minister of State and representative 
of the War Cabinet, to handle the non- 
military tasks formerly entrusted to the 
General Officer Commanding. It also may 
be true that some change is thought to be 


desirable in the conduct of military 
operations, possibly with un acceleration 
of the campaign in Syria, where the 


arrival of British reinforcements was 
announced yesterday, ‘as well as in 
Abyssinia. 

At the same time, if is unlikely that the 
British Government intends to waste a 
genera] with Wavell’s capabilities in a 
purely administrative post. Probably, 
these transfers are causing as much 
speculation in Berlin as they are in the 
places where Wavell’s humble champions 
discuss the subject. It is noteworthy that 
the British Broadcasting Corporation in 
its European service yesterday referred at 
some length to General Wavell’s Russian 
experience, and stated that his appoint- 
ment to India was not without significance 
at the present time. Atlases offer but a 
slight clue to that significance; for, 
even though India adjoins both Russia 
and China, all three countries cover vast 
areas, and the distances between Delhi 
and Moscow and Delhi and Chungking 
make those between Western European 
capitals seem mere hops in comparison. 
It is difficult sometimes to appreciate how 
the aeroplane and the mechanised army 
have reduced the importance of distance 
in modern war, but no great imagination 
is required to foresee a possibility of 
Indian and Russian co-operation if the 
war in the East, ag distinct from the 
Middle East, develops as it may. The 
British Prime Minister has taken the view 
from the first day that he assumed office 
that this would be a long war. The 
British plans have been made with an 
eye to what would be happening two or 
three years ahead, rather than in “the 
immediate future. With that knowledge 
it would be unwise to assume readily that 
General Wavell’s transfer has a great deal 
to do with what has happened in the 
Middle East, or what is likely to happen 
there or anywhere else in the next month 
or two. It requires no great prescience 
to suggest that Wavell will be in the fore- 
front of the fighting news again before the 
war is ended. 


The Amateur Photographer 


About this time of year large numbers 
of enthusiastic photographers take their 
cameras out of the bottom drawers, where 
they have lain all through the winter, and 
betake themselves up the mountains or 
into the woods in search of still brighter 
photographs. 
all the photographers’ stores and chemists’ 
shops in these islands would do a “ roar- 
ing” trade for the next few months, both 
in the sale of films and the developing and 
printing of used films. This year, how- 
ever, in Britain at any rate, there are a 
few dark cloud: looming on the amateur 
photographers’ horizon. Owing to the 
strict regulations in force to guard against 
espionage, places in ‘sreat Britain where 
o-~ wae sane ouiuwoor photographs ad lib. 
are few and far between; in Ireland the 
same regulations apply to a lesser degree. 
The shortage of printing paper in 
England is far more likely to affect 


Under normal conditions 


the bulk of photographers who are 
more interested in photographs of 
their friends and relations than in 


photographs of buildings and landscapes. 
One big firm in Britain already 
has instituted a rationing scheme 
on a small scale, by which only one print 
will be allowed for each negative, making 
no allowance for failures, Photographers 
have been advised to cut out 
unnecessary detail when taking the photo- 
graphs, and only really successful rolls 
of film will be finished. Already, films 
are rationed unefficially ; for no customer 
may buy more than two films at a time. 
It is thought that photographic materials 
will become still scarcer as the war pro- 
gresses; even at the present time many 
of the faster types of film, as well as the 
colour and panchromatic types, all of 
which are imported from America, have 
become quite impossible to obtain. It is 
unfortunate that films and printing paper 
should become scarce at the present time, 
when everybody in Britain, naturally, will 
want to take even more “ snaps ” than 
usual. The men who have joined the 
services will want photographs of their 
sweethearts and wives to take with them, 
and their sweethearts and wives, likewise, 
will want pictures of the boys in uniform.

TURF PROSPECTS 


| DUBEIN’S IRON RATION 


Everything that had been done 80 
far to increase turf production had 
been done by thie voluntary exercise of 
powers given to County Councils by 
the Government, said the Turf Con- 
troller. Mr. HUGO FLINN, when he 
replied in the Dail yesterday to the 


debate on the turf position which Fad 
taken place on ay. 

e was not prepared to give an 
assurance that in nó circumstances 


should a County Council be involved 
in a loss—he did not think this was 
desired. County Surveyors had been 
assured that any act of theirs, done 
in good faith and reasonable exercise 
of their judgment would be accepted 
by the Government. People who were 
lu a position, by sacrificing their 
leisure or by a great deal of trouble, 
to cut an extra harvest of turf above 
their own needs, would have the satis- 
faction of knowing that some other 
man’s family would not be cold next 
winter 

Commenting on criticism of the 
piece-work rates, with which experi- 
ments were being made, Mr. Flinn 
quoted the case of workers in Donegal 
whose average daily wage (cutting turf 
on piece-rates) was 18s. 1d. per head 
per day. In Tipperary 168. and 17s. 
were the average daily wages of men 
cutting turf on piece-rates. While the 
House had shown itself reasonably 
satisfied that over the whole country 
a fair wage was being paid, there had 
been some criticism. 719 men were 
cutting turf under county surveyors, 
100 were on strike—the figures indi- 
cated that a very large proportion of 
the workers were satisfied with wages 
and conditions. 

The Great Southern Railways had 
converted a number of wagons for the 
carriage of turf, and Mr. Flinn drew 
attention to a photograph in a recent 
issue of the Jrish Times showing one 
of these converted wagons 

The turf requirements of Dublin City 
depended on the extent to which the 
turf-producing counties could increase 
their supplies. He was not trying to 
bring any turf into Dublin for sale at 
the moment, though some supplies 
would come in for sale. An iron 
ration, but only an iron ration, was on 
the war to Dublin for storage, so that 
it would be available at, the time of 
necessity and in order that they might 
estimate transport difficulties. 

In the end there would be a fair 
division, depending upon the amount 
of coal available in the eastern 
counties. It was not a question of how 
much turf Dublin needed as of how 
much Dublin could have. 

This concluded the debate on the 
turf situation 

The House adjourned until 3 p.m.

COMING TRIALS.“ 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sir,—Your leading article of Satur- 
day last, referring to the speech 
delivered the previous evening by the 
Minister for Supplies, stated :— 

Not so many months ago Mr. 
Lemass was an optimist. He was in- 
clined to be severe on those who took 
an objective view of the supplies 
problem. The horse was advised to live 
in order to get grass; and those who 
feared that the country might be faced 
with a shortage of essential supplies 
were regarded as soreheads without 
any appreciation of economic realities. 
Now the boot appears .to be on the 
other foot.” 

This representation of Mr. Lemass’s 
attitude to the supplies problem is un- 
fair to the point of dishonesty. It is 
not surprising that you made no 
attempt to justify it by quotations from 
any of the Minister’s speeches or state- 
ments. Fortunately, it is a very simple 
matter to dispose of it. Let me pro- 
duce as first witness for the defence— 
yourself. The following extract is 
taken from the leading article of the 
Trish Times of March 8th, 1940 :— 

“THINGS TO COME.” 

We think a tribute is due te Mr. 
Lemass both for his handling of this 
problem of supplies and for his attitude 
to the public. He has not hesitated 
at amy time since last August to pre- 
sent the worst sidè of the picture. 
There was, and there still is, abundant 
reason to fear a shortage of many 
essentials. Mr. Lemass could have 
pooh-poohed the danger, could have as- 
sured the public that ‘he had the 
situation well in hands,’ and the public 
almost certainly would have believed 
him—if only for a while. He has made 
a wiser choice. We merely guess at the 
amount of complicated work whic 
must have gone on behind the scenes 
in order to ensure the maintenance of 
supplies for the first six months of the 
war, but its results are evident in the 
fact that, thus far, only e limited 
number cf commodities has shown 
signs of shortage.’’ 

Further evidence to dispose of your 
allegation is available in the following 
extracts from speeches made by Mr 
Lemass at various dates since the out- 
break of war: 

September 2nd, 1939, in Dail—‘ The 
most immediate difficulty which will 
arise for this country is that of main- 
taining supplies, and it is evident that 
some of these difficulties will be incap- 
able of being overcome. Those who had 
experience of the last war will realise 
that almost immediately following its 
outbreak there was a cessation of many 
forms of industrial and commercial ac- 
tivity, causing considerable unemploy- 
ment, and it is inevitable that the same 
will pen now.“ 

March 7th, 1940, in Da&il—‘‘ It is true 
that up to the present we have been 
able to get large supplies of wheat, but 
it would be utterly unsound to con- 
clude from that that we can always get 
large supplies of wheat. On the con- 
trary, it is obvious that it is going to 

e increasingly difficult to get 
su coming from abróad. Not 
merely is it to become increas- 
ingly difficult, but it is going to be 
* expensive.“ 

Ma , 1940, in Deil—‘‘Generally 
speaking, the experience in the period 
since the war began s no trie 
guide- as to the future ition in 
regard to essential supplies, and I 
think it is very desirable to emphasise 
that fact; both in this House and out- 
side it. We may expect that there 
will be shortages, some of which will 
be likely to continue in existence for 
the. entire duration of the war. The 
difficulties will grow as the field of 
combatant activity extends, and while 
every effort will be made to meet 
them, it has to be anticipated that 
they will not be entirely overcome.” 

June 21st, 1940. roadcast from 
Radio Eireann— Trade with the 
Continent of Europe has been almost 
entirely cut off by the operation of the 
blockades, and the transport of goods 
from overséas is becoming e 
difficult and expensive, because of the 
dearth of shipping. These factors 
make the problem of maintaining our 
supplies of essential s one of great 
difficulty, which will not dim 
while the war lasts, and may become 
very much greater in the near future.

Mr. Matsuoka said that the situa- 
tion could not be met with the simple 
view that it was only an outbreak of 
war between Germany and Russia. 

“I feel,” he said, “that a really 
grave state of emergency is developing 
before our eyes throughout the world, 
particularly in East Asia, with direct 
concern to our country. 

“ We, therefore, intend to watch 
closely the development of the situa- 
tion with the greatest care and pre- 
parations in which we can place our 
confidence. The more serious the 
situation the more calm and composed 
our nation must be.”’ 

Later the Soviet, German and 
Italian Ambassadors called on Mr. 
Matsuoka.

BY A SERVANT

An action was brought in the Ulster

bridge. for £1,000 damages against 


Bella Jane Wilson (28), Kilnakeck, 
Fermanagh, for slander. 
Mr. J. Chambers, K.C., with 


whom was Mr. W. F. Patton lin- 
structed by Messrs. B. L. Winslow and 
Sons), appeared for the defendant, and 
said that the defence was justification, 
The words used by the defendant were 
uttered at a meeting of Clogher 
Presbytery on November 30, 1930, at 
which the charges were being investi- 
gated. They were subsequently investi- 
gated by two other Church tribunals, 
and, after the matter had been deter- 
mined by those tribunals, the plaintiff 
issued a writ on November 6, Íoao. 

In 1931, when the defendant was 
eighteen years old, she enteged the 
plaintiff's employment as the sole 
domestic help in his house. 

Defendant left the manse in Decem- 
ber, 1937, and a child was born to 
her in Belfast on January 3, 1938. 
Before she left the manse plaintiff? had 
given her £10 towards expenses. She 
returned to her home in March, and 
resumed work in the manse in Septem- 
ber, 1938. The plaintiff had been 
paying her for a time £2 per month 
towards the maintenance of the child. 
He prepared an advertisement for its 


adoption, and ore the defendant 
£5 towards the expenses. She 
left the manse in May, 1939, 
and on July 25 twins were 
born % her in her mother’s home. 


It had been sought, said counsel, to 
get tho defendant to sign a letter re- 
pudiating the paternity of Mr. Stoops, 
but she refused.
